One of the most important things is to know where our assets are at al times and make sure that they are secure. Terror-
istswill do anything in their power to complete the mission they have been assigned; whether it’s with alarge airliner or
aCessna 182, alarge fud truck, or atwelve passenger van. It doesn’'t matter to them. They are very resourceful and
have been trained to use any and dl vehicles within their reach. So, it isimperative that we do daily checks on our vehi-
clesand aircraft no matter how secure we think they are.

My second point, isto ask you to check and double check if necessary your own readiness. Make sure that al of your
gear is ready and available. | would ask that each unit do a quick inventory of all supplies and have areadily available
list in case other units or even other Wings may need something that we have. We must remember that we are al in this
together and if we have something that somebody else needs, it’ s theirs.

Third, 1 would ask that you make sure that your family and friends are as ready as you. Sometimes we forget that some
are not as trained as we are and may need some help in preparing for the worst. Let’s make sure that those around us are
ready aswell.

As| have stated in earlier emails, it is believed that the terrorists are expected to be working and lurking in the rural ar-
eas of our country. With West Virginia's rura status and its proximity to other major metropolitan areas, what better
placeistherefor them to be? The point is, we just never know where they are, and what they may do next.

We have avariety of training sessions scheduled this year, so | ask you to train hard, but train SAFE. Your safety isthe
most important thing to think about in al we do. We need al of you in order to get the job done.
